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^^^^.^ t^^^ exams are now a thing of the past, and perhaps we should 
not go digging into this rather unpleasant topic at present, however there are 
one or two after-thoughts , First of all. are written exams a true test of a 
student s proficiency in the concerned fields and secondly what about 
writing them the first thing after Christmas Holidays'? 



It has been suggested by a number of students that written exams of 
the type we have recently encountered, while they do provide a means of 
testing students'' knowledge, do not give a true picture of the progress being 
made. Many of our courses, particularly in some of the agricultural options, 
are of a very practical nature Yet a student^s practical working knowledge, 
as illustrated in lab. work oral discussions, daily assignments, etc.. are 
in many cases not taken to be of very great value, or at least this seems to be 
the case when we consider that labs. etc. . are rarely counted for more than 
10 or 20 percent of a student's final mark in a particular course. Principal 
emphasis is placed on written course-work, which in the majority of cases is 
simply that which can be learned the night before the exam^ due to the fact 
that most students find it necessary to spend the greater amount of their time 
during the term in L.ab. periods and in writing up these labs. Does it seem 
fair, then, to expect a stndent to do 75% of his work without receiving a 
comparable degree of credit for same? 



Regarding the time at which exams are written, how many of our 
students really favour the practice of writing the very first thing after Holidays? 
We are quite well aware that it would be a human impossibility to set first term 
exams at a time which would be satisfactory to all students and at the same 
time find all students nufficiently prepared not to mention the fact that these 
exams must also come at a time which is feasible to the Staff members. 
None -the-less . it has been intimated that a considerable percentage of our 
students would welcome a change in the presently -used examination schedule. 
To put the matter somewhat bluntly.- why the rush to get exams written 
immediately after Christmas Holidays, then the long and nerve- shattering 
wait until results have been posted? While we are aware that writing exams 
before the Holiday period would involve a sacrifice of leisure time on the 
part of the Staff and perhaps we should not expect them to do this for our 
own convenience, it is still the belief of some students that it would tend to 
case the tension associated with the examination proceedings As an 
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alternative, what objections are there to postponing the whole business until 
about a week or ten days after the students return from Holidays? 

Perhaps results in either suggested case would prove to be no more 
satisfactory than the present system, however, we do feel that matters of sucl 
influential force merit very careful attention of both examiners and examination 
candidates. Is there any possibility that a more satisfactory arrangement 
could be worked out?

As Aurele has pointed out, there are good reasons for allowing only one 
game a week, but then, were the wishes of the Student Body expressed? We feel 
strongly against this decision, as the students did not get what they wanted, 
obviousiy noticed from all the a. g-tiug. However, the whole trouble may lie at th« 
student-representative level. 

We feel that the students did not get a fair chance to vote upon the matter 
listed by Aurele, but that each representative went into the meeting voting on the 
matter the way he thought, instead of the way his class thought. 

We think that athletic representatives should have enough desire to get 
what his class wants, that he should ask them individually or as a body what they 
want. We should make the choice with the M.A.A. setting up the restrictions and 
the organization of these student activities. 

To further criticize the M.A.A. would seem as though we are overdoing 
it, but we also think they showed very poor organization, in that they did not open 
give the reasons to the students after they made their decision, until we went and 
got them from Aurele. It would have been very easy for them to post their decisi 
giving their reasons for it, which might have saved a lot of bad feelings between
